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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on June 9, 2008. 
Claims 1,10, 25, 27-33 and 45-47 have been amended. Claims 2, 17-18, 20-24, 26 
and 34-43 are cancelled. Claims 1,3-16, 19, 25, 27-33 and 44-51 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-1 6, 1 9, 25, 27-33 and 44-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art on record: Hassan at al. (US 6,031 ,913) discloses a system for communicating 
Information securely with reduced susceptibility to eavesdropping, through 
communication links such as telephone lines. The keys can be established with 
computations equivalent to a bounded distance decoding procedure, and the decoder 
used to establish a key may be used for processing the subsequent data transmission. 
Establishing a key sequence is based on a pilot symbols uses channel state 
information. Hassan teaches transmitting tones, a series of bits, a key sequence can be 
established for synchronizing the operation of a first transceiver and a second 
transceiver. Bits received at a host may be mapped to the center of a sphere to yield a 
key, or may be compared to predetermined bits to calculate "differences between each 
of the estimates and the respective predetermined bits" such as differences In phase. 
These differences are then used, just as the differences in tones above, to determine 
characteristics of the network over which the bits were transmitted, and these 
characteristics may then be used to determine an encryption key (Abstract; col. 10, line 
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59-col. 1 1 , line 30). Rastegar (US 2004/0091054) teaches a method of transmitting first 
data from transmitter according to at least one of first timing, modulation, and frequency; 
appending the first data, prior to transmission, with information regarding at least one of 
a second timing, modulation and frequency for a subsequent transmission; and 
transmitting second data from the transmitter according to the information. (Abstract; 
page 1, pp. 11, 16-18) 

With respect to independent claim 1 : The closest prior art on record either taken 
singularly or in combination fail to teach or suggest "wirelessly generating a 
cryptographic key that for use in encrypting wireless communications between a first 
host and a second host, the method comprising the steps of: selecting an initial 
modulation scheme for wireless transmission between the first host and the second 
host; transmitting via the initial modulation scheme first data to be used in generating 
the cryptographic key and an indication of a second modulation scheme; receiving via 
the second modulation scheme second data to be used in generating the cryptographic 
key and an indication of a third modulation scheme; transmitting via the third modulation 
scheme third data to be used in generating the cryptographic key and an indication of a 
fourth modulation scheme; and receiving via the fourth modulation scheme fourth data 
to be used in generating the cryptographic key; and generating the cryptographic key 
using the first data, the second data, the third data, and the fourth data." 

Independent claims 10, 25 and 47 have similar limitations as claim 1, are also 
allowed for the same reason stated above. 

Dependent claims 3-9, 1 1-16, 19, 27-33, 44-46 and 48-51 are also allowed.
